I was glad to have your 
ter of November 7 and I will try 
to answer your questions. 

1. QUESTION: “Does the Bible 
definitely say that the church is 
the bride of Christ?” 

ANSWER: The Bible does 
say in exactly many 
“The church is the bride 
Christ.’ However, again and again 
the Bible. uses the -relation of 
husband and wife as a figure of 
speech illustrating the relation of 
Christ a all the redeemed. 
Ephesians "5:23-25 says, “For the 
husband is the head of the wife, 
even as Christ is the head of 
the church: and he is the saviour 
of the body. Therefore as the 
church is subject unto Christ, so 
let the wives be to their. own 
husbands in every thing. Hus- 
hands, love your wives, even as 
Christ also loved the church, and 
gave himself for it.” 

In John 3:29,30 John the Bap- 
tist indicated that Christ was the 
bridegroom and that those who 
were saved and who followed 
Christ were therefore the bride. 

In Matthew 22:2 Jesus told a 
parable about “a certain king, 
which made a marriage for his 
son” and then follows a parable 
indicating the assembling of all the 
saved in Heaven at the marriage 
supper. 

In ‘Revelation 21:2,9; 22:17 
there are references to the bride. 

2. QUESTION: “Does Jesus 
really mean ‘that He will delay 
His coming until the gospel is 
preached unto all the world among 
all nations? See Matthew 24:14.” 

ANSWER: No, He does not 
mean that He will delay His com-

That passage in Matt- 
hew 24:14 refers to the tribulation 
time. During the tribulation ‘time 
there will be a remnant of hated, 
despised Jews and other- converts 
who will preach the gospel in ail 
nations. 

3ut rt is clear from many Scrip- 
tures that now the gospel has al- 
ready been preached to all the 
world. For example, at Pentecost, 
“there were dwelling at Jerusalem 
Jews, devout men, out of every 
nation under heaven” (Acts 2:5) 


'who heard the gospel. The faith 


of the Christians at Rome was 
“spgken of throughout the whole 
world” (Rom. 1:8). Again in 
Colossians 1:5,6 we read of “the 
gospel; Which is come unto you, 
as it iS in all the world;....” It 
is clear that, in the sense meant 
by the Scripture, the gospel has 
already been preached in all the 
world. 

Again we must remember that 
according to the plain statements 
made -by the-Saviour, He might 
return at any time. He said that 
“we are to watch... for ye know 
not when the time is” (Mark 13: 
33). See also Mark 13:32, Matt- 
hew 25:13, and many such Scrip- 
tures.

When Were You Converted? 

Do you remember when you 
were converted? Some of you 
know the time and the place. Let 
me stop just a minute to say that 
you do not have to know the time 
and place, but you had better be 
dead sure there was a time and 
you had better be dead sure there 
was a place. 

A man said to me not long ago, 
“I do not believe in instantaneous 
conversion.” There is no other 
kind of conversion but instantan- 
eous conversion. You may not 
know when it happened, but if 
you are a Christian it did happen. 
You may not know just the sec- 
ond it took place, but if you are 
a Christian there was a moment 
in your life when you stepped out 
of darkness into light and out of 
death into life. You may have 
gradually come up to the line, but 
there was a moment when you 
stepped over; and if you did not 
step over you are still a sinner. 
You are dead in trespasses and sin. 
You do not have to know just 
when you were saved, but you 
had better be dead sure you are 
saved. 

A great preacher said to me, “I 
do not know just when I was con- 
verted. Sometimes’ the _— Devil 
comes to me and says, ‘You cannot 
tell when it happened.’ And I say 
to him, ‘Well, then, I will claim 
Him right now as my Saviour!” 

Some of us remember the time 
and the place. With some of us 
it is the memory of a church al- 
tar in the old home .town. With 
some of us it is the memory of 
what we call the “mourners’ 
bench,” in some church down 
South. With some of us it is the 
memory of the old family altar 
where our fathers led in prayer.

They had gone through the lonely 
hours when Jesus hung on the 
cross. They had gone through the 
lonely days when His body was in 
the sepulcher. They had _ gone 
through the glorious manifestation 
when He came out of the tomb. 
They had had fellowship with Him 
this side of the grave. They had 
gone through that glorious experi- 
ence when they saw Him climb an 
invisible stairway back to the sky. 
They had gone through that glori- 


ous manifestation when cloven 
tongues of fire came down .at 
Pentecost. 


Do You Keep Your Dates 

with God? 

Now there they were—these 
men going along at the hour of 
prayer on their way to a prayer 
meeting.

cere,” are given as alternative 
readings. Yet the zealous advo- 
cate of a second work will over- 
look or ignore this altogether, 
and argue that God would not 
tell justified Abram to be perfect 
if He did not mean that there was 
for him a deeper work which He 
was ready to perform in him, 
whereby all carnality’ would be 
destroyed ard the patriarch would 
become perfect as to his inward 
state. But there is no such thought 
in the passage. Abram was called 
to walk before God in sincerity 
of heart and singleness of pur- 
pose. This was, to be “perfect.” 


The next proof-text generally 
referred to comes after the lapse 
of many centuries, and is part} 
of our Lord’s sermon on the: 
mount: “Be ye therefore perfect, | 
even as your Father which is in 
heaven is perfect” (Matt. 5:48). 
These are serious words indeed, 
and we do well not to pass them 
lightly by. 

At the outset we may observe 
that if to be perfect here means 
to be absolutely like God, then 
no Christian has ever yet attained 
to the state prescribed. Only one 
mentally unbalanced could pre- 
tend to such perfection as. this. 
But a careful consideration of the 
preceding instruction will make 
clear at once what is meant. The 
Lord had been proclaiming the 
law of the kingdom, the compel- 
ling power of grace. He bids His 
disciples love their enemies and 
do good to their accusers and 
persecutors, that in this they may 
manifestly be children of their 
Father in Heaven, whose loving 
favor is shown to just and un- 
just alike. He does not withhold 
the blessings of sunshine and rain 
from the evil-living, or hateful, 
but shows mercy to all. We are 
called to be morally like -Him. 
To love only our friends and 
well-wishers.is to be on a level 
with any wicked man. To be 
kind to brethren only is to be 
Clannish: like the publicans. But 
to show grace and act in love 
toward all is to be perfect, or 
balanced, like the Creator Him- 
self. Surely all Christians strive 
for this perfection—but who dare 
aver that he has attained to it, 
so that he is never unjust or par- 
tial in his dealings with others? 

Perfection in its ultimate sense 


In Hebrews 6:1 we read again 
of perfection; and in this instance 
one can readily understand how 
a person uninstructed as to the 
true scope and character of that 
epistle might easily misapply the 
exhortation, ‘Let us go on unto 
perfection.” The contention of the 
holiness teacher as to this is 
generally as follows: These words 
are clearly addressed to believers. 
The Hebrews who are contem- 
plated had already been turned 
to God in conversion. They were 
undoubtedly justified. [One might 


add, “and sanctified too” (!); 
but this is lost sight of; and little 
wonder, for it would not agree 


with the theory.] Therefore if such 
persons are urged to “go on un- 
to perfection,” perfection must 
be a second work of grace, to 


i which the Lord is leading all the 


“merely justified.” 

Now none could successfully 
deny the premise thus stated; but 
granting it to be sound and un- 
assailable, the conclusion drawn 
by no means necessarily follows. 

That the Hebrew Christians 
were exhorted to press on to some- 
thing they had not yet reached 
is clear. But that this was iden- 
tical with the so-called “second 
blessing” is not at all clear. 

The truth is that the Greek 
word “perfection” in this instance 
is only another form of the word 
translated “perfect” in Philippians 
3:15, which we have already ex- 
amined and seen to be synony- 
mous with full-grown. “Let us 
go on to full growth’ would be 
a true and just rendering, and 
is not at all ambiguous. It im- 
plies a proper spiritual develop- 
ment, such as should be before 
all young believers, but which, it 
was needful to press upon these 
Hebrews, as they were dwarfed 
or stunted Christians, because of 
not having cut loose from Ju- 
daism with its withering, blight- 
ing influence. 

Paul had already reproved them 
for this in the previous chapter. 
Note his words: “Ye are dull of 
hearing. For when for the time ye 
ought,tg be teachers, ye have 
need that one teach you again 
which be the first principles of 
the oracles of God: and are be- 
come such as have need of milk, 
and not of strong meat. For every 
one that useth milk is unskilful 
in the word of righteousness: for 


we all come short of. “Not as 
though I had already attained, 
either were alreafy perfect,” 


writes the Apostle Paul, ‘“‘but I 
follow after, if that I may ap- 
prehend that for which also I am 
apprehended of Christ Jesus. 
Brethren, I count not myself to 
have apprehended: but this one

Yet in the very next verse he 
uses another word which is ren- 
dered “perfect” in our English 
version; and he says, “Let us 
therefore, as many as be perfect, 
be thus minded.” Is there con- 
tradiction, or inconsistency, here? 


No. The error is in the.mind of ! 


him who would so think. ‘‘Perfect” 
in verse 15 has the sense of 
“full grown,” and refers to those 
who have passed out of the period 
of spiritual childhood. They are 
such as have become intelligent 
in divine things; and one way 
in which they manifest that in- 
telligence is by confessing with 


Paul that they are not yet per-' 


fect as regards experience. 


Christ Jesus has apprehended, 
or laid hold of, us with a view to 
our entire conformity to His own 
blessed image. We are predes- 
tinated to this, as Romans 8:29 
tells us. With this before us, we 
press on, forgetting the things 
of the past, and reaching forth 
to’ this glorious consummation. 
Then, and then only, we shall 
have come to Christian perfection. 
“We know that when he shall 
appear, we shall be like him, for 
we shall see him as he is” (I 
John 3:2).

‘had become stunted in spirituality 


and knowledge. James, himself an 


‘apostle, together with all the el- 


ders of the church in Jerusalem,

his vow! (Read Num. 6:13-21, and 
compare with the whole account 
in Acts 21:23-26.) This failure 
God mercifully prevented, though 
at the cost of His dear servant’s 
liberty. Afterward the venerable 
apostle, by divine inspiration, 
wrote tthe epistle to the He- 
brews,* to deliver those Jewish

“Taatimony OF 
H. A. Inonsidea 


We wish everyone would read 
and ponder this testimony of the 
late H. A. Ironside who was for 
many years pastor of the Moody 
Memorial church in Chicago: 


“Let me give you a word of 
personal testimony. For the first 
six years of my Christian life I 
was largely dependent upon what 
I called the Spirit’s guidance. I 
knew very little of the guidance 
of the Word. When perplexed, I 
would say, ‘I will ask the Lord 
what His will is,’ and as I felt 
impressed I would act. But I 
found as I read my Bible that I 
was often going contrary to the 
written Word. I shall never forget 
the night I knelt before God, and 
opened my Bible to a passage 
of Scripture on the. subject of 
baptism, which I had been avoid- 
ing for years. I would say, ‘I am 
going to ask the Lord about it,’ 
and then I thought I had an in- 
ward feeling that baptism of the 
Holy Spirit was all I needed, and 
every time I read a scripture and 
saw baptism before me I dodged 
it. I had a lot of dodging to do, 
for there were.a great many scrip- 
tures that had to do with that 
subject, but finally before the open 
Word I said, ‘Blessed God, by 
Thy grace from today on I will 
never try to dodge one thing that 
is written in Thy word for Thy 
people in this age. If Thou wilt 
make it clear to me, by Thy grace 
I will walk in obedience to it,’ 
and from that time I had bless- 
ings I had never experienced 
before. Two weeks after that I 
went down to the sea-side and 
was buried with Him in baptism, 
and a week later I sat at the 
Table of the Lord. I had said, 
‘All you need is to feed mentally 
upon the body and blood of 
Christ, you do not need the out- 
ward symbols.’ One by one many 
things came before me that I 
had tried to make myself be- 
lieve were all right, but I found 
they were contrary to His Word. 
I have sought conscientiously now 
for many years to yield obedience 
when God speaks. I do not al- 
ways understand why He tells 
me to do certain things, but it 
is not necessary for me to under- 
stand, the thing for me~is»to 
obey, to do what God has asked 
me to do, and it is as we obey 
the Word that we are kept clean. 
‘Christ loved the Church, and gave 
Himself for it; that He might 
sanctify and cleanse it with the 
washing of water by the word’ 
(Eph. 5;25,26). And so, as we 
judge ourselves, as we obey the 
Word and confess our failures, 
we come out from under the 
judgment of the Lord.’”’—In ‘“Ad- 
dresses on First Corinthians.”

(or washings), and of laying on 
of hands, and of resurrection of 
the dead, and of eternal judg- 
ment. And this will we do if God 
permit” (vers. 1-3). 


This the apostle does in the 
balance of the epistle, as he un- 
folds the varied lines of truth 
connected with Christ's priest- 
hood, the new covenant, the one 
sacrifice, the walk of faith, and 
the Lord’s discipline. This vast 
circle of the truth of Christianity 
is the perfection to which they, 
and we, are called to go on to. 
He who comprehends and enjoys 
in his sour the teaching of He- 
brews—chapters 7 to 13—is a 
perfect Christian, in the apostle’s 
sense. He is now full-grown, and 
able to partake of strong meat, 
in place of being only fit to feed 
upon milk. Into that glorious out- 
line of the faith of God’s elect 
I dare not attempt to go here, 
for to do so would but divert at- 
tention from the subject in hand.* 


It is only by reverent and con- 
tinued reading of the Scriptures 
that any can thus become per- 
fect. The exhortation to Timothy 
is of all importance: “Study to 
show thyself approved unto God, 
a workman that needeth not to 
be ashamed, rightly dividing the 
word of truth” (2 Tim. 2:15). In 
the same letter Paul writes: “All 
Scripture is given by inspiration 
of God, and is profitable for doc- 
trine, for reproof, for correction, 
for instruction in righteousness; 
that the man of God may be per- 
fect, thoroughly furnished unto 
all good works” (chap. 3:16, 17). 
This is no mystical, inward per- 
fection, but that well-rounded 
knowledge of the mind of God 
which His word alone can give. 
He who does not neglect the ap-

Get Close to Jesus 


You can get closer to Jesus than 
to touch His garment.

You can 
sing the song, “Where He leads 
me I will follow.” You can say, 
“It may be over mountains and 
across plains, but I will go with 
Him ail the way.”

You do not have 
to understand how food is digested 


_ -4..to eat food and get nourishment. 
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You do not have to understand 
how medicine cures. All you need 
to do is to get the medicine. You 
do not have to understand every- 
thing in the Bible. I have a lot of 
things I am. going to ask Jesus 
about when I get to Heaven. 
There are some things in the book 
of Revelation I have never quite 
understood. There are some things

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in the book of Daniel that I have 
never quite understood. There are 
some marvelous things all through 
the Bible about which I have won- 
dered and prayed. But there is 
one thing that is as clear as the 
light of the clearest noonday, and 
that is the road to Heaven. That 
road is well marked. You do not 
have to miss it. There may be 
some mysteries connected with 
the road, but the road itself is 
clear and definite and you do not 
have to miss it. If you want to 


know how to go to Heaven— 


Jesus is the way. Do you want to 
know how to go to Heaven? If 
you do, come to Jesus and trust 
Him—that is all.~ Do you want 
to know how to be saved? Look 
to Jesus to save you—that is all.

to live on a good farm. I am gone 
so much in the Lord’s business

Suffering for Jesus 

My old father was shot through 
the right knee on the battlefield 
of Chickamauga. He was a Con- 
tederate soldier. I used to think he 
thought more of his crippled knee 
than he did of my mother or any 
child he had! He used to sit and 
talk to the soldiers who fought 
above the line and the soldiers 
who fought below the line. They 
would talk about their scars. | 
am not sorry for soldiers who get 
wounded. I am sorry for the boys 
who come home without any scars, 
because if every soldier enjoys his 
scars as my father did his, they 
miss a lot of fun when they do not 
get hit! 

My father and his friends would 
sit and talk. One man would tel! 
about losing a leg at one place 
and would get up and walk around 
on the old peg. Another man 
would shake an empty sleeve. My 
father could not wait to get his 
story in. After a while he would 
get up and show how the Yankees 
shot him. He would explain just 
how the bullet went through and 
how he wondered why it didn’t 
cripple him for life. He would 
limp a little and show them how 
it happened. 

We had a neighbor who, my fa- 
ther said, was the bravest soldier 
he ever saw in battle. He went 
through’ four years of the war 
and never got a scratch. I used 
to be so sorry for that man. All the 
other men would brag about get- 
ting hit and he would blush be- 
cause he did not have any scars 
to show for the battles. 

I think it would be embarrass- 
ing to go to Heaven and look at 
the brow of the Son of God, look 
at His hands when He lifted them 
up, get a little peek at His side; 
and then look all over my body 
and find no scars. Say! How many 
scars do you have because you 
have followed the Son of God? 

When I was a boy an old coun- 
try preacher told me a story. It 


has stayed with me. I have never 


forgotten it. He said that in a 
certain American city there was 


a wicked, drunken infidel man 
with a drunken, infidel wife. They 
had a swect little girl; and they 
swore she should never go to 
church, never hear the gospel and 
never see a Bible. The oniy time 
she ever heard the name of Jesus 
was when she heard it upon the 
profane lips of her family and the 
neighbors around her. 

One day she went down the 
Street on An errand and passed a 
mission door. She heard singing 
She listened to the song.
